leader's prayer. Lincoln's interview 
with General Sickles was near the 


{end of the four-year civil war and 
under conditions which obtain in 
Europe today, only on a much great- 
cr scale, 


The pamphlet is as follows: 

Nowhere, scarcely, can be found a 
better confirmation of Lincoln’s faith 
in God than the following anecdote 
which was related at a banquet in 
the city of Washington by General 


Sickles: 
“It was on the 5th day of July, 
1863, that I was brought to Wash- 


ington on a stretcher from the field 
of Gettysburg. Hearing “of my arriv- 
al, President Lincoln came to my 
room and sat down by my bedside. 
He asked me about the great battle, 
and when I told him of the terrible 
slaughter, the tears streamed from 
his eyes, I asked him if he had 
doubted the result, He = said ‘No.’ 
Then he continued: 

“*This may seem strange to you, 
but a few days ago, when the oppos- 
ing armics were converging, I felt as 
never before my utter helplessness in 
the great crisis that was to come 
upon the country. I went into my 
own room and locked the door, Then 
I knelt down and prayed as I had 
never prayed before. I told God that 
He had called me to this position, 
that I had done all that I could do, 
and that the result was now in His 
hands; that I felt my own weakness 
and lack of power and that I knew 
that if the country was to be saved it 
was because He willed it. When I 
}went down from my room I felt that 
there could be no doubt of the issue. 
The burden seemed to have rolled cff 
my shoulders’, my intense anxiety 
was relieved, and in its place came a 
great sense of trustfulness, and that 
was why I did not doubt the result 
at Gettysburg. And, what is more, 
Sickles,’ he continued, ‘I believe that 
we may hear at any moment of a 
great success by Grant, who has 
been pegging away at Vicksburg for 
so many months. By tomorrow you 
will hear that he has won a victory 
as important to us in the west as 
| Gettysburg is in the east.’ 

‘Then, turning to me, he said: 
‘Sickles, I am in a prophetic mood 
today, and I know that you will get 
well.’ 

“'The doctors do not give me that 
hope, Mr. President,’ I said, but he 
answered cheerfully, ‘I know you will 
get well, Sickles.’ ’"— Winnipeg Free 
Press.

“Ear” Attached to Vessels Is Prov- 
ing Good U-boat Antidote 


That an entirely new device has 
\ been perfected whereby enemy sub- 
\‘marines are being trapped, and which 
detects the presence of U-boats at a 
distance of thirty miles, is the infor- 
mation conveyed to The Chicago 
Daily News in a despatch to that 
paper from its Washington  corres- 
dent. 


“Germany,” he says, “no longer 
can send submarines to the trade 
routes between the United States 
and Europe and expect them to 
patrol these lanes and escape de- 
tection whether above or below 
water. Any submarine which now 
moves about within a range of thirty 
miles of any of the allies’ patrol ves- 
sels can not only be detected but 
definitely located if it remains long 
enough in any given vicinity. ‘This 
fact alone has accounted in part for 
the great destruction of German sub- 
marines in the last few months, 
and may eventually, when the patrol 
boats become numerous enough 
prove to be the prize antidote to 
submarine effectiveness. 

“The ‘ear,’ an attachment which, 
when’ placed alongside a_ ship, will 
detect the approach of another ves- 
sel, has been known. to all navies 
for a long time, but the allies now 
have a mechanical device the sensi- 
tiveness and accuracy of which ex- 
cels anything herctofore employed 
for this puropse.

Cultivation of Vegetables 


Some Pointers Published by the Do- 
minion Department of Agri- 
culture 


Cautiflowers, although one of the 
most delicious vegetables, is one of 
the hz. est to grow in many parts of 
Canada. It damps off easily in the 
hot bed, is cften badly affected by 
root maffot and frequently docs not 
head Well. In raising plants, trans- 
plant them from the seed row,. pot 
or flat to a distance of about -two 
inches apart each way as soon as pos- 
Sible after the sded germinates. This 
permits a freer circilation of air be- 
tween the plants and makes the daf- 
ger. of damping off much less, Root 
maggots are bad nearly every year 
in many places in Canada and often 
prevent practically all the plants 
from heading. Eggs are laid on the 
grdund near the plant which soon 
hatch into maggots which eat into 
the roots and thus cut off the supply 
of ‘sap. To prevent injury from} 
these, a tar felt disc should be plac-} 
ed around each plant close tothe 
ground at the time of planting. ‘It 
will be too late otherwise. Full par- 
ticulars.in regard to the usc.of the 
disc can be obtained from the depart- 
menfof sgriculture; Ottawa.+« 1. the 
first planting of cauliflower is a fail-. 
ure, a’second” planting should © be 
|made, as cauliflowers are much casier 
to grow in late than in carlier sum- 
wmer’as the. maggots are not so 
troublesome at that time and there is 
usually an abundant supply of mois- 
ture. If the soil’in which cauliflow- 
jers are growing is dry, they will not 
head well-as they need lots of mois- 
ture and must.be kept growing with- 
out a check from start to finish. 

The onion is another rather diffi- 
‘cult vegetable to grow. It requires 
a long scason of growth and very 
often the sced is sown too late and 
if the summer is cool and wet the 
onions will_not ripen and will run to 
thicknecks. “The seed should be got 
in the ground as early as possible in 
the spring so that the onions will 
‘mature while the warm weather con- 
tinues, thus. ensuring a thorough. rip- 
ening and curing of the. bulbs, To 
hasten the development of bulbs, es- 
pecially in placss where the. season 
is shor‘, young plants are’ set out in- 
+stead of the seed being planted. On- 
ion sets will ensure good bulbs also 
where the warm season is short, Root 
maggots often do much harm in the 
onion plantation. Watering the rows 
every, four or five days with hellebore 
And water in proportion of two 
ounces of hellebore to one gallo of 
water while the insects are most} 
troublesome will control them to a 
considerable extent. : |

POTATO FLOUR 


Everyone doesn’t know it but ‘the - 


fact remains that delicious white 
bread may be made simply and sole- 
ly from potato flour. ‘This is not a 
war discovery. Long before August, 
1914, and the beginning of the reign 
of bloodshed, potato flour was in use 
and bakers liked it particularly for 
making sponge ‘cake. 

There are cnormous quantities of 
potatoes in Canada. The farmers 
know that; their wives know it; city 
people know it. What are we going 
to do with them all? Are we going 
to allow such valuable food material 
to zo to waste? 

Senator Colby, loaned by the 
Unired States food administration to 
the Canada food board, and who has 
just returned from the front, is im- 
pressing it on his audiences all over 
the country that he would not sit 
down at a table where there was 
one slice of pure wheat bread after 
what he saw in Europe. To eat it 
would seem to him like reaching out 
his hand and snatching it from the 
mouths of starving people. “Eat 
substitutes,” he says, “Eat substi- 
tutes” the Canada food board has 
been preaching for months past. 

Eat substitutes” echo all thinking 
and earnest minded people. 

Then why not encourage the man- 
ufacture and the free use of potato 
flour? It is wholesome, makes a de- 
licious loaf and does not rob the 
people of Europe of the thing they 
most need—wheat and the manufac 
tured product, the staff of life. Bread 
is the basis of social order. Every- 
thing that makes life endurable in 
times of stress depends wpon bread. 
People have bartered their souls be- 
fore now for a crust of bread. 

Indeed, starvation has reached 
sucha point in certain districts of 
Russia that members of the impover- 


ished classes are selling their wives ~ 


and children for bags of flour. 

Is it not essential then that we 
save white flour lest our allics in 
Europe reach such a pitch as this? 

We have the wheat on this conti- 
nent. The United States and -Cana- 
da alone are in a position to meet 
Europe's desperate need for wheat. 
And still we go on using white flour 
freely! It is time for potato flour 
to be given a trial in order that in- 
of standard flour 
may be saved. Heaithy men have 
lived and worke’ for months on 4 
diet of nothing other than potatoes, 
oleomargarine and a litttle fruit: The 
food material in potatoes is 98 per 
cent, digestible. Potato flour is 
very fine in texture and has an agrec- 
able flavor. .

German Courtesy a Myth | VSS "ifort a 


A Report Concerning Aviator’s Fun- 
eral Officially Denied 


A few days ago I was present in a 
company where an American news- 
paper man gave an extremely inter- 
esting talk on aviation at the front, 
and he related the following story: 

“Courtesy among aviators at the 
front is so great that when Guynemer 
was killed the German “aces” invit- 
ed their French colleagues to be 
present at the burial behind the Ger- 
man front. The invitation was ac- 
cepted; the French came in their air- 
planes, were present at the funeral 


service, exchanged salutes with the 
Germans, and when about to turn 
back were surprised to see that the 


German aviators, with gracious hos- 
pitality, had had their tanks filled 
with gasoline.” 

The story is a delightful one—so 
delightful that certain doubts arose 
in my mind as to its veracity, I 
therefore cabled my government ask- 
ing them to make inquiries at grand 
headquarters and find out if such an 
incident really took place. I have 
just received the following reply: 

“You can absolutely and formally 
deny the story that French aviators 
were present at Guynemer’s burial 
inside the German lines.”

nd-I would also like to avail myself 
of this opportunity to request our 
American friends never to give any 
credence to stories of German cour- 
tesy or German generosity, even 
when related in perfect good faith.

Millions Starved to Death 


Casualties by Famine Exceed Aggre- 
gate of Those Killed in 
Action 


Mr. F. C. Walcott, of the United 
States food administration, in a re- 
cent address at the federal, food 
board conference, stated that about 
4,750,000 persons have died of starvy- 
ation in Europe since the war began, 
while about 4,250,000 have been kil- 
led by fighting, 

Normal consumption in the United 
States for March to September, in- 
clusive, amounts to about 42,000,000 
bushels of wheat per month. In ord- 
er to meet the requirements of the 
allies, two thirds of this amount must 
be shipped, leaving less than 15,000,- 
000 bushels a month for home con- 
sumption, The poor, he said, cannot 
be expected to save as much wheat 
as those in better circumstances, be- 
cause wheat is the cheapest of the 
nutritional foods. however, 
should use substitutes just as far as 
their circumstances will permit,
